As. a, grain crop few Rush county 


ifannei* should 'give soy, beans ser- 
ious consideration it; is, .declared; 
However,, spy, beans, can be grown 
for hogging-off, hay, or late summer 
pastime. Why not seed 2 or more ac- 
res of ;*>y beans for brood sow pas- 
ture next winter, f If this is consid- 
ered uuadvisable, how about seed- 
ing one bushel of- soy beans per 12 
acrea in the com rows; where the 
sows can pasture next winter. This 
will serve as a substitute' for tank- 
age which should be fed and insure 
strong healthy spring pigs at far- 
rowing time. 


Soy beans, bare more uses than 


any other one of the legumes. They 
may be grown alone, or in combina- 
tion with corn. The seed is one- 
third protein. It is the best home 
grown supplement for corn for all 
classes of livestock. 


Soy "beans will grow oh sour soil, 


where clover fails.. They collect ni- 
trogen and store it in the soil as all 
other legumes when properly inoc- 
ulated. Soy beans may either 
be 


pastured off, 
made into hay, or 


plowed under as a green manure 
crop. 


For 'hay cut soy beans the last of 


August or the first of- 
September 


just after wheat threshing and be- 
fore silo filling. Wheat may be 
drilled into the soy bean stubbles 
after the hay crop is removed with- 
out plowing or preparing the seed 
bed, providing the soy bean crop has 
been kept free from weeds. 
Soy 


beans leave the soil in.a mellow and 
splendid physical condition. Soy bean 
stubbles hold the snow and shade 
the ground slightly, thereby helping 
greatly to prevent the winter killing 
of wheaj-

A man's attitude toward woman

There is not much danger ^ of 


Americans ever becoming contam- 
inated by a philosophy of iiessim 
isiu, or of losing their reverence for 
their mothers.

They are aware that from the 
time of the earliest American settle- 
ments, through all the stress and 
storm down to the present hour, the 
American mother has shared

It was moved years ago into 
town on Main street and is now 
used as a •shoe shop.

Teachers, pupils and parents, 
of pupils have all passed away, and 
I believe that the writer is the only 
one living, who was present on the 
first day, of school mentioned, in 
the 'long, long time ago." 


"Miss Diza Thornburg, mother of 


Prof. Butler, who taught the Car- 
thage school since, was teacher, that 
April morning and calling us to or- 
der, by ringing the well remembered 
hand bell. She proceeded to read 
the 'rules" a ceremony not yet ex- 
tinct in 1878, nor for years after- 
ward—now unknown. Classes were 
(called and heard iu their order be- 
ginning with the highest and ending 
with Allen's A. B. C. class, lie gives' 
thc~ names of more than'niuety .par- 
ents and pupils of

The Mewsomc's .were from North 


Carolina, of English descent. They 
settled in Ripley township in 1829. 
Allen was fifth in a family of eleven 
children and grew up and worked 
on the farm until twenty-one, when 
he 'began teaching.

1805, 


they took -up residence in Carthage, 
where for 'thirteen years,

January 1st, 1879 he became a-part- 
ncrK the partnership being dissolved 
by the death of Mr. Gwyunc, Sep- 
tember 4th, 1884.

Gwynne (some name) was born

ville, Ind., and two years later 'to 
Carthage, where he lived till 
his 


death in 1884. A business man 'by 
early training, he was such through 
life and after him was named Gwyn- 
nevillc, where he had established a 
large- tile 'mill. He did very little 
work in the store, when I first met 
him in 1868, as he 'was a large cor- 
pulent man, and it was there that 
Allen Newsome, then a 'bright, in- 
telligent and active young; man, was 
the principal clerk and as stated, la- 
ter a partner. The storeroom stood' 
then, on the east side of Main street, 
just north of the own- pump. Mr. 
Newsome was, after the death of Mr 
G wynne, associated for years with 
Hill, Henley and Co.
